The criteria set forth in this citation for placing persons 
on the Security index as well as retaining nersonS on the 
Security Index is based upon, among other factors, member- 
ship and/or participation in a basic revolutionary organiza- 
tion within a previous five year period, or a leadership 
capacity in a front organization with the; prior three years. 




(Advantages ol suggestion and annual savings cont’d) 

Should tho above suggestion bo adopted, the 
and nonoy savings are estimated an follows using an estimated _ 
figure of 10,000 in the Security Index, fioldwldo. Approxi- 
mately 9,000 of those cases, or 90%, would be on Individuals 
who, under tho current rule, require an annual ^^Vort. » ‘ 

in a three year oeriod, 27,050 reports aro sucaitted under tho 
present rule on those individuals. Tae- above fibres do not 
include an estimated 10% of the individuals in the Security 
Index upon whoa reports are currently suhoittod on a quarte ly 
or seal— annual basis. 

Agents 

Under tho proposed change, agents working security 
work would be reoulrod to submit an estimated 9,000 
reports on tho above referred to individuals dxiring a tares 
year period. Should tho adoption of this suggestion save oven 
as little as four hours accent tiae per report, this would 
effect a savings of 36,000 agent hours for the Bureau during 
• ni» 12-n.in agent boiirs oer vear. Estimating 

1880 hours worked cor agent per year this would effect a 
savings of approximately 6.92 agents per year. Ea^d on an 
annual salary of approximately S10,000 for an agent, 
adoption of this suggestion would effect a savings of $o9,200 

per year. 

Stenographic . 

Should the adoption of this suggestion save even as 
little as four hours stenographic time per report, which wo uld

of these 9,000 reports, this would effoct a savings of 36,000 
Btenograuhic hours for the Bureau, during * 

Again, estimating lo30 
hours worked nor stenographer per year, this would effect a 
savings of approximatoly 6.92 stenographers per year, i^ased 
on an annual «a4»»y of approximately $4,500 per yo^ for a 
security stenographer, tlse adoption of this suggestion wo 1 
effect a savings of approximately $31,000 per year.

MEMORANDUM TO 

RE: SUGGESTION #613-61 



They felt that for the other (fategories, the present requirements are the minimum 
which can be placed for tli€ following reasons: 

1. The necessity for complete, thor ough analysis of all ^ cases on at least ' 

ananhual basis; . 

2. The necessity of keeping the Department advised of results of our investigation 
for its concurrence and approval in regard to those persons listed for arrest in the 
event of an emergency; 



3. To insure the proper discharge of our responsibilities to disseminate 
information to other interested government agencies, 

4 . The necessity to have these cases as current as possible in the event of an 
emergency. (Under the terms of the Attorney General's regulations, individuals 
detained under the Emergency Detention Program must be given hearings within 45 
days after apprehension by U. S. Attorneys who must provide them with a summary of 
subversive information on which their detention is based, ten days prior, to the hearings. 

5. The Internal Security - Espionage Conference of May 8-9,. 1961, felt there 

should be no change in the present requirements, ■ ■ . 

The Training and Inspection Division agrees with the views of the 
Domestic Intelligence Division that the suggestion should not be adopted for reasons 
outlined above. ... 

RECOMMENDATION: That the suggestion hot be adopted. Oh approval no further action 

is necessary as the suggester was thanked by prior letter.

SECURITY INDEX - PERIODIC REPORTS PROGRAM 

The Conference considered our present requirements with 
respect to the submission of periodic reports in Security Index (SI) 
? cases. Present requirements call for quarterly reports in the case 
of top functionaries, semiannual reports in the case of key figures 
and annual reports in the case of other SI subjects. 



The Conference felt that because of the necessity for thorough 
and complete analysis of all £I cases on at least an annual basis, 

• because of our dissemination responsibilities ana necessity for having 
these cases in as current a status as practicable should an emergenej'^ 

• occur, the above requirements are sound ana that no change should be 
made therein. 



The Conference discussed the possibility of using a form- type 
report in those instances in. which the report consists of only 
verification of residence and employment and negative checks with 
confidential informants. i 

The Conference felt that because of the limited nuraber of reporjcs 
of this nature form reporting should not be adopted because (a) the 
reports in question are never more than two pages in length, (b) form . 
reporting would merely eliminate the synopsis, (c) it would be an 
* exception to current standardized reporting’ proccaures"'aTia (d) wheir 
these reports must be disseminated it v.ould not appear that a form - 
' report would have the appearance or would be as well received as a 
typewritten report. ,
